Nagaland, and all factions and wings thereof under various 
leaders, hereinafter referred to as NSCN, and the agencies 
purporting to act on or behalf of NSCN or in its name;

1 1 j in pursuance of its objective has, fiom lime o bun., 
iciteratod its commitment to pursue the viohnt path 
for achieving its objective and unleashing a reign of 
terror and undermining the authority uf U» law¬ 
fully established government. The violent ncttvities 
include in) ambushes and attacks on pO.,1p-h'.oK 
and personnel of the security forces and tils police 
with ’a view to indicating casulties and wiatching 
arms and ammunition, tb) looting and robbing of 
government treasuries, nationalised banks astd other 
commercial establishments for augmenting th s'r firum- 
ecs, (c) assassination of poisons allegedly opposed to 
their interest and killing of civilians suspeeltd to be 
informers of the society forces or the pubce, (d) 
extortion of funds, collection of radons, euf/.rfjneiit 
of new recruits, etc.; 

And whereas the Central Government is of the opinion 
that on the materials placed before it, the NSCN ij an un¬ 
lawful association; 

And whereas the Central Government is furlhoi off llfa opi¬ 
nion that having regard to the circumstances namely, film ur¬ 
gent need to meet the sustained violence committed by the 
NSCN in the recent past against the police, the other armed 
loree.s and civilians, it is necessary to declare the NSCN ns 
an unlawful association with immediate effect; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by the 
-rib-section (1) of soction 3 of the Unlawful Activities (Pre¬ 
vention) Act. 1967 (37 of 1967), the Central Government 
hereby declares the National Socialist Council of Nagaland 
(NSCN) including all its factions and wings as unlawful asso¬ 
ciation and directs, in exercise of the powers conferred by the 
pioviso to sub-section 3 of that section, that Ibis notification 
shall, subject to any order that may be made under section 
4 of the said Act, have effect from the date of ita publica¬ 
tion in the Official Gazette.
